proximately balanced. Estimates of the 
cost of the Buropean war in figures that run 
into incomprehensible millions lead us into 
confounding cost with actual losses. The 
\igures presented include the consumption 
of so many commodities, chiefly food and 
clothing, necessary to supply armies of of- 
fense and defense alike. 

The cost of the war is not all loss. One 
years commodities, whether in peace or 
War, are usually consumed and paid for 
during that year. war times the gov- 
ernment becomes general distributor. 
Men who before were paid by private em- 
Payers are then paid out of the public 
pocket. And the bulk ot the money goes 
back into the public pecket. The difference 
is between small change and notes of. hig 
denomination. 

By the same material calculation the cost 
of peace is not far behind the cost of war. 
The capital blown away in powder and the 
destruction of useful articles, such as ships. 
buildings, Ste., represent actual loss. Of 
course the fearful toll in life and human 
agony is beyond relief and outside of com- 
pensation. 

Otherwise war does not necessarily mean 
waste and hard times. Where it destroys 
wantonly in one direction it teaches econo- 
my and thrift in another, Wages are hicher 
in Great Britain today than they have ever 
been before, and labor is at a premium. 

Such war conditions, howeyer, gre not 
healthy. Demand artificially forced beyond 
the limit of supply is ag dangerous to a 
country as supplies hoarded to create an un- 
natural rise in price.

MOVE FOR NONSDUIT. 

The Home Bullders, defendants in a 
suit brought by John W. and Susan 
M. Sparks to rescind a contract for 
the purchase of stock on the ground 
of misrepresentation, moved for a non- 
suit at the conclusion of the evidence 
of the plaintiffs during the trial de- 
fore Judge Taft yesterday. The arxu- 
ment will be held later.

R then the public schools of the country 
are the center of the pot where the 
heat is hottest and the fusion most 
complete. 

The school buildings of the city are 
models in every way from the point 
of view of the architect as well as that 
of the instructor. Think of a city of 
500,000 inhabitants spending 8800. 

in the current year on new school 
buildings. And still the cry goes up 
for more. 

This is one matter of lamentation in 
Los Angeles, that build as we may we 
cannot provide school room for the 
ever-increasing population. It creates 
physical and mental strain on the 
school authorities and is somewhat 
disastrous to the interests of the grow- 
ing generation. Of course a good deal 
of rivalry exists between the different 
grades as to where there is most need 
of buildings, and where the most 
money is to be spent. There is no 
little dissatisfaction felt in certain 
quarters at the action of the very ef- 
ficient school superintendent, who is 
alleged to favor the higher grades to 
the neglect of the lower ones. 

No doubt Mr. Francis gives this 
more thorough and impartial investi- 
gation than those interested credit 
him with. If any one has to be neglect- 
ed, sad as it may sound, in our opinion 
it should be the kindergarten and pri- 
mary grades. There is hope in the 
future for them, and they may catch 
up lost ground. But if a boy or girl 
between 14 and 18 years of age misses 
the intellectual training necessary for 
life there is little if any chance or op-

Even the dairyman is blessed in 
California beyond the lot of his broth- 
er, even on the rich prairies of Illinois. 
There it is a feverish heat to gather 
in the hay crop in June between show- 
ers and to stow it away in hay mows 
or under sheds to be fed to the cattle 
in the nipping frosts of the severe win- 
ters. In California the cattle feed in 
an alfalfa meadow, lush and sweet and 
knee-deep in grass all the winter long, 
or if the owner is a good cattle man 
he keeps the cattle in a paddock and 
cuts the alfalfa every day, feeding it 
to his cows in cribs. The milk pours 
down from full udders and the milk- 
man’s fingers are never frost-bitten.

have been ignored daily on every 
battlefield and all through the war 


zones. 


It is evident to any one who will 
stop a moment to think that this kind 
of disregard of international law 
should not, must not, and cannot 
on unchallenged. To permit this wes 
result in reversion to barbarism, the 
destruction of our civilization and 
making wars more fierce, bloody and 
inhuman than those of the savages of 
old. Some way must be found in times 


of war to force the belligerents to re- 


spect the rights of neutrals, particular- 
ly on the high seas. The word force 
has a sinister sound to us, and has un- 
doubtedly a sinister meaning. But just 
as long as humanity is what it is, just 
as long as human nature is so closely 
allied, so little removed from the 
brute creation, the affairs of this world 
will not be manageable without force 
of some kind from some source, con- 
trolled by some hand and mind. 

As is plain to every reflective mind, 
humanity in the aggregate in nations 
and races is but individual humanity 
in its disposition and acts. If there 
were no police in the city the baser 
sort would very soon triumph over the 
better elements of society and bring 
anarchy into the community. If there 
were no sheriff in the county the far- 
mer’s crops would mighty soon be 
made way with by lazy hobos who had 
never put a spade into the ground. If 
there were no State government, chaos 
would reign in California from Oregon 
to Mexico. If there were no central 
government at Washington there 
would be no United States anywhere. 

When you come to apply these prin- 
ciples to nations you must have a more 
powerful force behind the executive 
than the police force of the city, than 
the sheriff's office of the county and 
than the standing army of the United 
States. Here is one of the good re- 
sults, as we see things, sure to grow 
out of the European conflict. Neutral 


nations must get together, define, 
maintain and protect their rights 
against belligerents. It has amazed 


the world, even the most astute men 
most thoroughly acquainted with in- 
ternational affairs, that the European 
war should involve so many nations 
and leave so few neutrals with rights 
to respect. Little may come out of 
the organization formed at Philadel- 
phia the other day under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Taft, at the present mo- 
ment. But mark it, when this war is 
over all nations of the world will be 
glad to come in and form some kind of 
convention for the protection of neu- 
trals. It is scarcely conceivable that 
another war should take place in the 
century so far-reaching and all-em- 
bracing as that now in progress. His- 
tory will revert to its normal type and 
neutrals will be in the majority and 
mighty glad to have their interests 
guaranteed | 


Victory Out of Defeat. 


OU cannot defeat man. Humanity 
is immortal. This is particularly 
true of modern man with his high 
civilization. A virile race with strong 
intellectuality rises like the phoenix 
from the ashes of defeat, bringing forth 
a victory. 
The most interesting thing to a per- 
son of philosophic mind connected with 
the gigantic war now devastating 
Europe is not the fact that the British 
in a few hours at Neuve Chapelle fired 
more shot and shell into the German 
trenches than the British army did in 
all the months of the South African 
war. The most impressive thing is 


army the piea 


moat the forty-two-centimeter 
of the German army. It is not the 
massed battalions of Russia nor of 
all the armies in the conflict running 
to perhaps 20,000,000. Xerxes of old 
led a million men against Greece, and 
that fact stood as a record in war until 
very recent times. But there is a till 
more interesting fact connected with 
the war now in progress in Europe. 

The Germans are leading in this 
work of wringing victory from defeat. 
They have established two great 
camps where their wounded are taken, 
in one of which their wounds and dis- 
eases are being treated in a marvelous- 
ly elaborate, a wonderfully scientific 
and amazingly successfully manner. 
They put the wounded in baths hot or 
cold, natural or medicated, and leave 
them in the baths longer or shorter 
time. They bathe and treat the 
wounds in the most careful manner. 
They take the stiffened joints and 
manipulate them patiently hour by 
hour. The reports from this camp are 
to the effect that the results are be- 
yond all expectation, almost beyond 
belief. 

At the other camp it might be said 
there is established a mental hospital 
for the new cultivation of the intellects 
of the men wounded or diseased in the 
war. In this camp men who have lost 
their right arms are set to work like 
little boys at school to learn to write 
with their left hands. Men who have 
been employed in mechanical trades 
and who have become incapacitated for 
the exercise of those callings are being 
carefully fitted to do the work of clerks, 
to teach school, or be made useful in 
some intellectual pursuit of a similar 
nature. 

This is all a new way of handling 
those wounded in warfare. When the 
Sepoy rebellion took place in India and 
the wounded or sick were sent home 
they were carried around the Cape of 
Good Hope ir. small wooden ships, 
very uncomfortable, with poor food 
and almost no nursing at all. When 
these wounded soldiers arrived in 
Liverpool, often in a drenching cold 
rain, they were driven off the vessel 
that carried them home and remained 
for hours exposed to the inclemency 
of the weather. Charles Dickens, who 
was then reporting for a London news- 
paper, was sent down to Liverpool to 
see how the wounded soldiers were 
treated, and the account of the atroci- 
ties he witnessed is to be found in his 
published works. It is a matter of 
amazement toa rational mind that 
England could have got any soldiers 
to fight her wars where the treatment 
of the wounded and sick was a matter 
of general knowledge. 


Here is a permanent advance in 
human science that will lead for all 
ages to come to most desirable results 
in human life, for of course the discov- 
eries made in these hospitals as to the 
treatment of the wounded and of the 
sick, and in the other hospital where 
the men are taught new ways of earn- 
ing their living, will be a permanent 
asset of civilization and will be applied 
in similar instances forever.

WHY SOCIALISTS ENTHUSIASTICALLY FIGHTING FOR 


By Helmuth Dueberg. 


NE OF the most remarkable fea-| defiance in face of sure death of the 
: tures of the promptness, precision | German armies now in the field has 
and efficiency with which Ger-| proved itself as true and real a factor 
many mobilized and boldly confronted | as ever before in the history of Ger- 


last August the hostile array of powers 
of Europe and Asia combined, and a 
surprise to many, was the willingness 
and readiness of the Socialists to fight 
for the Fatherland individually, as well 
as to support the government’s policy 
and measures as a party. Little in fact 
has been heard of Socialist opposition to 
the war measures or friction with their 
respective governments in any of the 
belligerent countries. 


The great boast of Socialists here- 
tofore has been that the Socialists the 
world over would oppose war and 
would incite the proletariat in the dif- 
ferent countries against war to such an 
extent that mobilization would be 
seriously hampered, and the passing of 
war credits would be impeded if not 
made impossible. Nothing of the kind 
happened or was attempted by Social- 
ists anywhere. The great illusion that 
Socialism would virtually abolish na- 
tional boundary lines between the pro- 
letariat the world over, and would weld 
the proletariat of the civilized nations 
into one international brotherhood, has 
hopelessly collapsed like other Utopian 
soap bubbles of its kind; and onlookers 
and sympathizers of “the cause” are 
now explaining and apologizing why 
Socialism as a peace has 
failed. 

It is said that the Socialists were 
taken by surprise—that the war came 
on them so swiftly that they had not 
time to take any action to oppose the 
acts of their respective governments as 
a party; that political parties are es- 
pecially weak and impotent at the time 
when, or after, war breaks out. Yet, in 
France, the government is in the hands 
of the Socialists; and in no country 
have the Socialists stronger organiza- 
tion, and in no country have rank | 
and file, as well as leaders, more readily 
followed the call to the colors than in 
Germany, with the exception of one in- 


many's armed struggles. 


The important and obvious lesson of 
the present European war, as regards 
Socialism as a peacemaker or in any 
way a factor for the promotion of 
peace, is that Socialism here as in every 
other way has proved as illusory as its 
promises that it will accomplish the 
great miracle of doing away with pov- 
erty, care and industrial struggle; and 
that as yet the instinct for healthy 
competition between nations stands in 
the way of such stagnation as must re- 
sult if contests of strength and ef- 
ficiency between nations, calling forth 
a people’s supreme efforts, were elimi- 
nated by a world-wide conspiracy of the 
proletariat to refuse to fight and share 
the burdens of war. The politically 
strongest and most uncompromisi 
Socialist party in the world, that 
Germany, enthusiastically voted the 
war credits necessary and its members 
are cheerfully shedding their blood un- 
cer the direction of the government and 
army authorities, supposedly hated by 
them. France, where the Socialists 
control the government to an extent 
hardly realized in this country, is one 
of the most military countries in the 
world, true to her history of a warlike 
nation. From Russia alone there has 
been perceptible a faint grumbling, and 
should Russia be decisively defeated, 
another revolutionary upheaval might 
there result ; but Russia is and has been 
for years in a constant, slow and 1 
ful process of revolution and social and 
political readjustment—a movement 
caused and justified by the stupid 
policies of a stubborn and grafting 
autocracy 

The Socialists in Germany are

The German Socialists stand with fa- 
natic loyalty by the principles of the 
classics of Socialist teaching, princi- 
pally Marx; they are dearer to them 
than home or religion. Yet loyalty to 
their country, national consciousness, 
even though denounced in soap box 
orations in times of peace, once aroused 
by actual events, made a good and loyal 
soldier in the twinkling of an eye out 
of every “red-hot” Social Democrat; 
and again a Socialist bubble, the il 
lusion that Socialism could bring about 
international peace, dissolv into 
nothingness; the Socialistic policy of 
internationalism, harboring as it does 
the germ of high treason, collapsed be- 
fore the nobler tide of patriotism.

Aud when one discovers an unusually 
enterprising member of the profession 
we Ought to try to look at things from his 
point of view. 

The case of Coroner Edward Drescher of 
Spencer, Ind., is highly interesting. He has 
just committed suicide because the town 
failed to appreciate his apparently sys- 
tematic enterprise, his admirable thorough- 
nets. Besides being the Coroner, he was 
the principal undertaker in the town— 
which, to begin with, was a brilliant com- 
bination of allied professions. 

But, even so, business appears to have 
been slack. So, it is alleged, doubtless with 
the Buropean example in view, he decided 
that there were simple enough methods of 
giving a fillip to business. Why should 
Europe, which only loses by the transaction, 
‘have the monopoly of la mort, when a mere 
handful of civilian demises would make all 
the difference to his income? One can 
readily see that he was able to reason, even 
as a certain belligerent power, that it was 
a matter of very existence to him, that if 
a few people did not hurry up and die he 
and his family would starve to death. 

So he is credited—and the evidence is al- 
most irrefutable—with banking on the popu- 
lar passion for patent medicine. At all 
events, numerous people received sample 


packages of quinine, which was claiméd to 


be of unusual quality (it certainly was) and 
@ cure for numerous unfortunate 
plaints (it certainly disposed of them for 
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most of the recipients fell for it, and the 
fact that it contained enough strychnine to 
dispatch them promptly into the next world 
had the usual result. 

The death rate went up by leaps and 
bounds. He is alleged to have shown a 
nice regard in the matter of selection, 
choosing political opponents rather than 
friends, so that several birds were killed 
with one sample, as it were. The Coroner 
held an inquest, then donned his undertak- 
ing profession and did the undertaking. In 
this way one is able to ensure that the 
demise occurs in a family where they won't 
be stingy about the funeral. Four wealthy 
farmers and numerous important business 
men died of heart failure—vide the Coro 
ner’s verdict—within so short a space of 
time that Indiana trembled for the hearts 
of its people. The citizens of Spencer in 
particular suffered an epidemic of flutter- 
ing hearts, and the matter had to be looked 
into. When the Coroner-undertaker heard 
of a government investigation, he took some 
of the quinine himself, likewise for his 
heart. 

Of course, Spencer feels rather bitter 
about it. But, after all, if the Coroner-un- 
dertaker did this thing it was not half as 
reprehensible as dropping incendiary bombs 
on unfortified towns and killing off a few 
women and babies, of torpedoing a fishing 
trawler, or poisoning the water system of a 
whole district—methods which at least one 
cultured belligerent insists are perfectly 


just and moral. 


We are apt to judge these 
little practices from a very one-sided point 
of view. If the great and good nations re- 
gard’this sort of thing as perfectly admisst!- 
ble “self-defense,” then civilians of neu- 
tral nations must not be judged too harshly 


if they’ accept the dictum and apply it to 


theif own needs. Sauce for the goose is 
saucy for the gander.

The use of clay, in the form of a powder 
familiarly known as Fuller's earth, for re- 
moving bacteria from the intestinal tract, 
suggests its usefulness in bacterial infec- 
tions of the throat and nose, such as acute 
and chronic catarrhal conditions, and even 
the more severe infections. The powdered 
clay acts by absorbing the bacteria which 
are responsible for the annoying secretions 
that are characteristic of these conditions. 

In treating nasal conditions the powdered 
clay is blown into the nostrils with the ordl- 
nary bulb insufflator, so that the nasal sur- 
faces are covered with it. This process is 
repeated several times a day, and in the 
course of two or three days will remove all 
bacteria in the nasal cavities. For removing 
bacteria in the mouth and throat, one-third 
of a teaspoonful is taken into the mouth 
and swallowed slowly, and repeated several 
times a day, or even hourly in cast of acute 
infections. In the case of small children 
who may object to the tasteless powder, 
the dose may be made attractive by mixing 
‘he clay with a little sugar. 

This method of removing bacteria has 
proved so effective that it is sometimes 
used as an aid to the treatment of the 
serious infections. Prof. Ludwig Hektoen 
has stated recently that even diphtheria 
bacilli “are removed quite easily, especially 
from the nose.” The effect of the powder 
in drying up the unpleasant secretions of 
acute colds is peculiarly gratifying. 


Salta and Mineral Waters.

A Few Gasoline Don'ts.

The pumping season is now on and each 
year brings record of accidents that might 
have been avoided. Successful Farming 
gives us a timely list of “don'ts” that are 
worth pasting up where you can look wer 
them at your leisure about the pump house. 

Don't put gasoline into the tank without 
straining it through a chamois; there might 
be water in the gasoline or some sediment 
that would clog up the carburetor or mixing 
valve. 

Don't handle gasoline by the light of a 
lantern or other open light. If you have no 
electric light where the tank is located, 
never fill it except by daylight. 

Don't attempt to run an engine without 
providing sufficient lubrication. 

Don't over-oil the engine. Just enough in 
the right place is better than a quart. 

Don't use common black oll on small bear- 
ings. Such oil is not suited to the purpose. 

Don't get ofl or grease on the wires of the 
battery circuit; it will ruin the insulation.

Don’t throw away a 
is broken. A spark plug 
and the only attention it requires 
nothing more than grinding. 

Don't screw a spark plug on too tight. It 
may “bake” fast. Graphite, if available, 
should be used on the threads. 

Don't throw away any batteries in winter 
time until you have tried thawing them out. 
Often they are only congealed or frozen up. 

Don’t leave the battery switch closed when 
the engine is not running. 

Don't leave the gasoline turned on when 
the engine is not running. 

Don't attempt to connect more cells of 
battery in a set than recommended by the 
maker of the engine. You may overload the 
spark coil and burn it out. 

Don't leave strands of wire sticking out 
around connections. They may caure a 
“ground” in the circuit. 

Don't attempt to use any method to warm 
up a carburetor in cold weather that might 
ignite the gasoline. Cloths that have been 
wrung out of hot water are the safest means 
of heating the car if necessary. 


In our discussion of the destructive meth- 
ods of the horticultural quarantine officers 
a few weeks ago, we evidently made a pro- 
found error in the mixing up of State quaran- 
tine officers and the county inepectors.

Most every nation is able 
to make its forestry operation produce a net 
revenue after all expenses are paid. This is 
done by the sale of the mature timber. 

In Southern California, one tree is worth 
more as a condenser and conservator of 
moisture than for timber, as six is to one. 

Our forestry in Southern California will 
make direct financial returns through the 
rural industries affected by increased irri- 
gation supplies. The prevention of floods 
will be uniform in its blessings and the 
radiation of the benefits of increased stream 
flow will also be radiated through all classes 
as the waters of Southern California are 
largely owned by municipalities and com- 
munity districts. 

Do not these special conditions mean that 
the county flood- control district should either 
make a very close affiliation with the Fed- 
eral Forest Service, or do we approach a 
condition where the county, through the 
State, should seek to acquire a direct contro] 
of the water sheds?

Our Latest Crop. 


During the past few years the Sacramento 
Valley has made some important crop his- 
tory with fifty to eighty sacks of rice to the 
acre. The main disadvantage to the rice in- 
dustry is water grass of different varieties. 
This pest takes complete possession of the 
rice fields the second year after its intro- 
duction, and prevents the production of rice 
on that ground for several years. The pest 
of water grass is particularly hard to guard 
against in the Sacramento Valley where the 
back water from the winter floods carries the 
seed in all directions. 

Large experiments in rice culture are be- 
ing made on the famous Field Rancho west 
and north of Wasco in Kern county. This 
region has a rainfall of only four to six 
inches on the average, but has an abundance 
of flowing artesian water for the culture 
of rice. The very aridity of this region may 
prove its complete triumph for rice growing. 
The Wasco rice growers should provide for 
protection of their district from the intro- 
duc’ on of water grasses.

benefit of commercial poultrymen. With 
anything of service bearing on this impor- 
tant phase of poultry culture is certainly 
opportune: 

A hen is a living machine, requiring fuel 
to carry out the ordinary functions of life, 
with additional fuel or material for the pro 
duction of eggs or flesh, She requires air 
to breathe, food to make good the waste 
constantly going on in the system and to 
make up for the heat abstracted from the 
body by the outer atmosphere. 

To keep the machinery m proper work- 
ing order it is necessary that the food given 
should contain a proper portion of the 
natural elements. These are flesh-formers 
—fats, starch, water and a small proportion 
of mineral salts. 

Careful experiments with various kinds 
of foods have proved that the percentages 
of constituents in an ideal food are ap- 
proximately : 

16 per cent. flesh-formers. 

8 per cent. fats or oil. 

50 per cent. starch. 

12 per cent. water.

May Open Vast Tropical Areas. 


“All this work must have a tremendous 
effect upon the future, because it demon- 
strates that the white man and his wife and 
children can live comfortably and healthily 
It in the tropics. 

“Undoubtedly this demonstration will 
mark the beginning of a general opening up 
of tropical regions to progressive civiliza- 
tion, and this is of vast world importance, 
because, in the past, millions of tropical 
square miles have been as much closed as 
the Arctic to the white man. 

“I believe, indeed, that the successful 
building of the canal, that is, the demon- 
stration of the fact that white men could 
do the work in the existing tropical condt 
tions, will have as great an effect upon man- 
kind, eventually, as the discovery of 
America has had. 

“It will be the indirect influence which 
Wil lead to the opening of vast territories 
to investigation, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

“The canal’s demonstration of white abili- 
ty to conquer tropical conditions will send 
enterprise into valleys in South America 
and Africa which at present remain un- 
developed although having an aggregate 
area much greater than that of the United 
States and, probably, a productive capacity 
and mineral wealth much in excess of that 
of our nation, great as that is. 

“The valley of the Amazon, in South 
America, alone is as large as the whole of 
the United States, and has been practically 
closed to white endeavor. It will be opened 
now. 

*I believe that the construction of the 
canal has forever disproved that climatic 
conditions in the tropics are necessarily 
unfavorable to the white man and that this 
is one of the most important advances 
which civilization ever made. Climate 
really has little to do with health. Intelll- 
gent prevention of infections is what really 
is required.”

I called Gen. Gorgas’s attention to certain 
recent statements that he had over-estimat- 
ed the importance of the sanitary work 
done at Panama, or, rather, that he had 
given sanitary work too great a relative 
importance in the work.

Uval is full of interest. When Lower 
fornia supported a population of many 
thousand Indians this was a populous place. 
The granite sides of the canyon are honey- 
combed and each little cavern possessed its 
tenants. In the sand below the caverns and 
about the tinajas are to be found may flint 
arrow points and knives. One point that I 
picked up was the smallest I ever saw. It 
was scarcely larger than a darning needle 
and barely an inch Tong, and yet, though so 
minute, was in perfect condition. 

Other tinajas that are quite as famous are 
those of Beneco, named for a man who died 
in one of the caverns in recent years, and 
who is supposed to render the locality un- 
canry. Though why one modern fatality 
should bestow such a reputation seems 
strange when during former times there 
must have been hundreds of deaths at any 
one of these tinajas. However, as Beneco is 
the only water that is at all permanent in a 
stretch of one hundred miles of road, its 
ghostly inhabitant does not keep travelers 
away. 

Another tinaja, the largest and finest that 
I ever saw, is in a very narrow canyon, and 
is of clean rock without any encumbering 
sand. It is thirty feet across and deeper 
than the longest pole I could find, which 
was about eighteen feet. As the canyon is 
so narrow that the sun never reaches the 
water, one cannot imagine such a tinaja as 
that ever going dry. The water, moreover, 
is sweet and delicious, and altogether it is 
an ideal natural reservoir. 

Tinajas are the main points of interest in

If water is scarce under foot, however, it 
is also scarce overhead, and one need bother 
very little about rain. But when it does 
come he should not let it find him in the 
bed of a canyon, for the accumulated mois- 
ture of years will probably descend all at 
once and all one spot. As the mountains 
are preci us and utterly bare of trees, 
and the Canyons are deep and perpendicular, 
a very Tespectable flood result in a 
few minutes.
